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County sacks children's services boss as 
improvements are'too little and too slow' 


SOMERSET County Council has announced 
it has terminated its contract for the services 
of interim Director of Children’s Services, 
Peter Lewis. 

The termination follows a series of disappointing re¬ 
ports into some of the council’s children’s homes and 
children’s centres. 

News of Mr Lewis’ departure from the county coun¬ 
cil made national headlines after the authority was 
criticised for paying his £318,000 salary. 

The council took on Mr Lewis, who previously 
worked as Haringey Council in the wake of the high 
profile Baby P case, 18 months ago in the hope that 
he would turn around their children’s services after 
being deemed “inadequate” by Ofsted, but “results 
and not matched expectations”. 

As Mr Lewis was not an employee of the council, 
there will be no pay-off and no pension payments. 

The announcement of his departure came this week 
from chief executive Pat Flaherty, who commented: 
“I came into my post six months ago and I gave Peter 
and his team time to prove themselves to me. It is 
hugely disappointing that results have not matched ex¬ 
pectations. 

“We have put in extra budgets and extra staff includ¬ 
ing more children’s social workers. This has brought 
improvements which the government has recognised, 
but sadly not at the level or speeds anticipated and the 


current situation with our children’s homes and chil¬ 
dren’s centres is just not good enough.” 

The high level departure comes just weeks after the 
council announced it was closing down two of its chil¬ 
dren’s homes due to failings in the standards of care 
provided, poor management and safeguarding issues. 

Preliminary findings of a recent Ofsted inspection 
of children’s centres in Taunton are also likely to result 
in a further “inadequate” rating. 

Mr Flaherty continued: “When you make this much 
investment into children’s services, you expect results 
to match. Although we have seen improvement in 
some areas, it is too little and too slow. 

Time to move forward 

“With the recent findings around children’s homes 
and children’s centres, I believe now is the time to be 
decisive, move forward and give fresh impetus to im¬ 
provements to the support we give to vulnerable chil¬ 
dren.” 

The council is currently advertising for a permanent 
position of Director of Children’s Services. In the 
meantime, the role will be held on a temporary basis 
by the CEO. 

County councillor Linda Vijeh, cabinet support 
member for Children and Families, commented: “I 
was extremely dismayed but not so surprised, to learn 
of Peter Lewis’ departure from his role as interim Di¬ 
rector of Children's Services at Somerset County 
Council. 


“I have met with Peter on many occasions and I was 
quick to defend him when he was the subject of con¬ 
siderable negative press coverage in recent months. I 
am not at all sorry that I did so. I know him to be en¬ 
tirely committed to improving the standards of both 
our schools and the safety of our vulnerable young¬ 
sters across the county. 

“It has been acknowledged that, under his steward¬ 
ship, standards have improved, although I can accept 
that improvement might not have been as swift, or 
necessarily in line with expectations, and that the buck 
must stop with him. I also know that dealing with the 
issues in this area of Somerset County Council's op¬ 
erations is far from simple, and that many factors, 
come into play, not always within one person’s con¬ 
trol. It is pretty much the same with adult social serv¬ 
ices too. 

“Much has been made of Mr Lewis’ salary and, 
whilst I admit that to me it seems enormous, I also 
know that a far, far, greater challenge exists in replac¬ 
ing him with a permanent director. This difficult po¬ 
sition is reflected in local authorities across the 
country. 

“In light of the decision over Mr Lewis, where the 
press has played a significant part in the outcome, 
what we must all remember, at all costs, is that it is 
the welfare of our children that must be our top prior¬ 
ity.” 


Actress and presenter to 
be buried in Crewkerne 


ACTRESS and "Loose Women" 
presenter Lynda Bellingham, 
who was married to Crewkerne 
man Michael Pattemore, passed 
away last Sunday, October 19th. 

She died in her husband's arms 
in a London hospital following a 
public battle with colon cancer. 

Lynda, who was 66, will now be 
buried in Crewkerne. 

Just weeks before her death, 
Lynda - best known as the Oxo 
mum from the 1980s and 1990s 
adverts and more recently for her 
role on "Loose Women" - spoke 
candidly on television about her 
decision to stop treatment, but 
she had hoped to spend one last 
Christmas with her family. 

In an interview published a few 
weeks ago, Mr Pattemore told 
Yours magazine: "It's scary and it's 
going to create the biggest hole 
in my life. The only thing that's 
giving me comfort is that Lynda 
is very much at peace with every¬ 
thing, we've managed to sort 
everything out. 

"I just pray to God she gets to 
see Christmas Day again. It's 
what she wants." 



Following her death, her agent 
Sue Latimer, issued a statement 
saying: "Lynda died peacefully in 
her husband's arms. Her family, 
to whom she was devoted, 
would like to thank the nurses 
and staff for their tremendous 
care and support. 

"As an actor, writer and presen¬ 
ter, Lynda was a consummate 
professional to the very end. 

"Those of us privileged to have 
known her personally will miss 
the entertaining, life enhancing, 
true and honest friend that 
blessed our lives." 


Railway death non-suspicious, say police 


A WOMAN died after being hit by a 
train near Way ford, between Axmin- 
ster and Crewkerne. 

British Transport Police say inci¬ 
dent is being treated as non-suspi¬ 
cious. 

A spokesman said: “We were called 
at 10am on Friday, October 17th, to 
reports of a person being hit by a train 
close to Way ford, near Crewkerne. 

“Colleagues from Avon and Somer¬ 
set Constabulary and South Western 
Ambulance Service also attended. 


“The body of a woman, who has yet 
to be formally identified, was located. 
She was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

“Officers are working to confirm 
the woman’s identity and inform her 
family. The incident is being treated 
as non-suspicious. A file will be pre¬ 
pared for the coroner.” 

The line was closed into the after¬ 
noon as the scene was being exam¬ 
ined. 


Teenage girl dies after car 
plunges into River Parrett 


A 19-year-old woman died when a car 
plunged into the River Parrett, near 
Martock. 

The accident took place in the early 
hours of Sunday, October 19th. The 
driver, a 21-year-old man, survived but 
teen Katie Bagwell, from South Pether- 
ton, was trapped in the submerged Fiat 
Punto and declared dead at the scene. 

The driver has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of dangerous driving and re¬ 
leased on police bail. 

A police spokesperson said: “We are 
appealing for witnesses following the 
death of a woman after the car in which 
she was travelling ended up submerged 
in the River Parrett. 

“The male driver managed to escape 
from the vehicle in the incident, which 
happened near Martock. 

“They were in the car which was trav¬ 
elling along Broadmead, near the junc¬ 
tion with Hawthorn Hill in the direction 
of Gawbridge Bow, at about 1.10am. 
The car left the road and entered the 
River Parrett. The woman was declared 


dead at the scene. 

“The road was closed for a detailed 
examination by collision investigators 
and re-opened at about 8.30am. 

“The driver was later arrested on sus¬ 
picion of dangerous driving and has 
been released on police bail, pending 
further enquiries. 

“We are keen to hear from anyone 
who may have been in the area at the 
time of the incident, who may have in¬ 
formation to help our enquiries. 

“If you can help contact the collision 
investigation unit on the force number 
101 .” 

Katie, who previously attended tan- 
chester School in Stoke-Sub-Hamd, 
had recently qualified as a graphic de¬ 
signer and left college to start an intern¬ 
ship at Honey Tree Publishing in 
Shepton Mallet. 

Her sister Laura and brothers Luke 
and Jake haved paid tribute to her in the 
national press, saying they were “ab¬ 
solutely devastated and in shock” fol¬ 
lowing the accident. 


Grants for flooding still available 


SOUTH Somerset home and busi¬ 
nesses owners directly affected by 
flooding last winter can still apply for 
a grant of up to £5,000 to help reduce 
the risk of future damage. 

The government-funded Repair and 
Renew Grant scheme can provide 
grants for additional flood resilience 
or resistance measures for homes and 
businesses that have been hit by the 
floods, over and above repairs that 
would normally be covered by insur¬ 
ance. 

Affected residents need to apply to 
their local district council to bid for 
the grant. 

Any home or business damaged by 
the floods between December 1st 
2013 and March 31st 2014 could be 
eligible. 


There are number of criteria to sat¬ 
isfy - for example the interior of the 
property must have been damaged 
and applicants must not have re¬ 
ceived or applied for other sources of 
public or insurance funding to carry 
out the same work. 

Even if you have already made re¬ 
pairs following flooding you can still 
apply for the grant retrospectively to 
cover the cost. 

Ric Pallister, leader of South Somer¬ 
set District Council, said the council's 
officers would do "everything they 
can to help property owners access 
this financial help".

MP welcomes dropped 
kerb for wheelchair user 

LOCAL MP David Laws has welcomed news that a 
dropped kerb will be provided outside the home 
of Crewkerne resident Betty Armour. 

Mr Laws, the Liberal Democrat MP for the Yeovil 
constituency, expressed his delight after hearing 
that the local highways office has agreed to pro¬ 
vide the dropped kerb following his support for 
wheelchair-user Miss Armour's campaign. 

Miss Armour has been fighting for the pavement 
to be dropped so she could have safe access to her 
house in her new electric wheelchair. After hearing 
Miss Armour's concerns, Mr Laws first wrote to 
Somerset County Council in July this year, and 
pressed them again about the matter in August. 

Liberal Democrat County Councillor for Crewk¬ 
erne, John Dyke, also assisted in Miss Armour's 
case and raised her concerns with Somerset High¬ 
ways. 

The highways office has now agreed to provide 
a dropped kerb and a footway slip-on and slip-off 
facility so that Miss Armour can safely access her 
home in her electric wheelchair. 

Mr Laws commented: "This is fantastic news for 
Miss Armour. Lowering the kerb height may sound 
like a small thing to many, but it is vitally impor¬ 
tant for somebody who uses a wheelchair and 
worries about how they will get around on a daily 
basis. 

"The last thing she should have to be worrying 
about is getting safely into her own home and I 
am delighted that this problem will now be re¬ 
solved.' 

Miss Armour added: "To all the disabled people 
out there, do not give up because sometimes you 
have to go the extra mile for help and to be heard. 
I want to thank all those who supported me to 
help make this happen."

The road was first closed for safety 
reasons earlier this year when pro¬ 
longed heavy rain caused the road to 
move and there were concerns for the 
safety of drivers. 

Since then Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil has carried out extensive geologi¬ 
cal surveys and found two areas 
where major works are needed. 

The repairs, which include a full re¬ 
construction of the highway and foot¬ 
ways and a new drainage system, are 
expected to take around seven weeks 
to complete. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Somerset 
County Council’s Cabinet member 
for Highways, said: ‘Tm delighted to 
hear that we are now finally in a po¬ 
sition to start work on rebuilding the 
B3168. 

“I know the road closure has been 
frustrating, but there was a serious 
problem and we had to be sure we 
were fixing it properly. I’m pleased 
we will be able to do this and also in¬ 
crease the strength of the road to pro¬ 
tect against future problems. 

“My thanks go to all the teams 
working very hard to make this hap¬ 
pen. I know a lot of their hard work

has taken place behind the scenes, but 
they deserve praise for finding a so¬ 
lution. We’re optimistic this can be 
completed in seven weeks, meaning 
the road should be open before 
Christmas.” 

Local MP David Laws added: “The 
announcement is a huge relief for 
everybody who uses The Beacon in 
Ilminster. 

“The road was badly damaged as a 
result of bad weather last winter and 
ever since then I have been in touch 
with a large number of local people 
who have been desperate for the road 
to be properly repaired. 

“I have pressed Somerset County 
Council about the problem repeatedly 
on behalf of my constituents and I am 
delighted that work to repair The Bea¬ 
con will now start next Monday and 
that this problem will finally be 
sorted.” 

County councillor for the Ilminster 
division, Linda Vijeh, commented: “I 
am delighted at the news that at long 
last repairs are to begin on The Bea¬ 
con which, subject to weather, should 
ensure that it is open again before 
Christmas, as promised. 

“It has been a long old haul, and not 
without criticism, but I am sure that 
local businesses will be very relieved 
to hear this.” 


Art group marks WWI centenary

AN IMPRESSIVE array of top UKjazz stars including Julian 
Marc Stringle, Dominic Ashworth, Roger Beaujolais and 
The Craig Milverton Trio pay tribute to Benny Goodman's

The Benny Goodman hits were mainly with his big 
band, but this is a tribute to his small groups; the clarinet 
playing of Benny Goodman, the vibraphone of Lionel 
Hampton, the guitar of Charlie Christian and piano of 
Teddy Wilson.

THE Volkswagen Golf R has been voted the best 
performance car to have in the wet according 
to Autocar magazine. 

With November signalling the start of the 
three wettest months on the calendar, and a 
general decline in road conditions, driving a 
higher performance car can be something of a 
handful for many owners. 

Last year, Britons bought 47,544 sports and 
performance cars, 3.1% up on 2012, with more 
than 12,191 cars with over 3.0-litre engines reg¬ 
istered on the roads according to the SMMT. 

Autocar brought together seven of the most 


popular performance models - MINI Cooper, 
Audi RS4, VW Golf R, Porsche 911 Carrera 4S, 
Range Rover Sport,Toyota GT86 and Nissan GT- 
R - to scientifically prove beyond doubt which 
model is the most assured in the wet. 

Testers examined the capability and safety of 
each model over five separate challenges at 
manufacturer test facility at MIRA Proving 
Ground. Autocar left it to the discretion of the 
manufacturers which tyres their cars were shod 
with. 

The popular sporty models were scrutinised 
on their control when stopping from motorway

speeds of 70mph, their stability on accelerating 
and braking on ice-like conditions at lower 
speeds, the level of lateral grip when cornering 
and finally their precision around a circuit. 

VW's four-wheel-drive Golf R, which costs 
£31,970 and produces 296bhp, performed the 
best across all five tests, with the rear-wheel- 
drive £24,995,197bhp Toyota GT86 the worst. 

Running the VW Golf R close was the £88,400 
Porsche 911 Carrera 4S with exception for the 
Lateral Grip tests where it's rear-biased weight 
distribution unsettled its handling. 

"Driving conditions can become hugely chal¬ 
lenging very quickly for drivers of sportier and 
higher performance vehicles. It is very easy to 
get caught out,"explains Chas Hallett, editor-in- 
chief of Autocar. 

"Advanced electronics certainly aid the driver, 
and winter tyres will improve grip, but drivers 
still need to drive within their limits and abilities, 
not the cars."

New Uk-Bound Audi A6 Range Now Includes 109g/Km Ultra Model 


THE relentless pursuit of efficiency gains by Audi engineers 
has led to the inclusion of an even more frugal version of 
the critically acclaimed A6 ultra executive saloon in the 
new range that is now available for UK ordering. Priced 
from £31,955 OTR in Saloon form or £33,955 as an Avant, 
the latest ultra model extracts even more mileage out of 
each gallon than its recently introduced predecessor, emits 
as little as 109g/km of C02 and doesn't ask drivers to 
forego attractions like the S line sports specification in re¬ 
turn. 

The even more fuel-sparing models join a line-up which 
has been bolstered by styling revisions, upgraded lighting 
options, a new infotainment system and new transmis¬ 
sions. Like all other A6 and A6 allroad variants they are 
open for order now and will reach their first UK owners in 
December. High performance S6, S6 Avant and RS 6 Avant 
models will follow shortly afterwards. 

Already an efficiency champion with the potential for up 
to 64.2mpg and low emissions of just 114g/km, the A6 2.0 
TDI ultra Saloon with S tronic twin-clutch transmission has 
now increased its range to 67.3mpg and cut its emissions 
to 109g/km in SE form with 17-inch alloy wheels. With the 
S line specification, including 18-inch alloy wheels, its econ¬ 
omy capability remains unchanged and its emissions in¬ 
crease only very slightly to 110g/km. 

This is good news for business users, particularly those in 
the market for the TDI ultra in SE form with S tronic trans¬ 
mission, which benefits from a BIK rate change from 18 per 
cent to 17 per cent, equating to a liability for a 40% tax 
payer of £2,273 in the first year. Manual transmission mod¬ 
els with their reduced 113g/km output and 65.7mpg econ¬ 


omy are only just above at 18 per cent. 

This step forward from an already impressive starting 
point also moves both ultra versions of the new A6 Saloon 
from VED band C to band B, allowing owners to benefit 
from free road fund licencing in the first year of ownership 
and a £10 annual saving thereafter over the outgoing 
model at just £20 per year. 

In the Avant versions of theTDI ultra SE, the uplift in effi¬ 
ciency has resulted in an improved C02 figure of 114g/km 
for S tronic versions, equating to a combined fuel economy 
figure of 61.4mpg, or 118g/km and 60.1 mpg for versions 
equipped with manual transmission. 

Frugality without performance penalties 

The particular appeal of the ultra models lies in the fact 
that their efficiency isn't achieved at the expense of the 
kind of power, performance and refinement expected of 
an executive class car. Thanks to peak outputs of 190 PS 
and 400Nm, the latter available between 1,750 and 
3,000rpm, the A6TDI ultras deliver strong and responsive 
performance, a fact which is borne out by the S tronic sa¬ 
loon's 8.2-second 0-62mph time (8.4 seconds for manual 
ultras) and 144mph top speed. 

A key contributor to this excellent trade-off between 
pace and frugality is the fully redeveloped seven-speed S 
tronic twin-clutch transmission which replaces the familiar 
eight-speed multitronic continuously variable transmission 
in front-wheel-drive models. Its rapid fire gear changes 
help to build momentum, and it also incorporates a new 
'coasting' function which is activated when efficiency 
mode is selected in the standard Audi Drive Select system, 
allowing the engine to'freewheel' in neutral once the ac¬ 


celerator is released. The six-speed manual gearbox that 
is available as an alternative in ultra models is also of a new 
design, and is notable for its particularly light weight and 
low friction characteristics. 

Improvements to the engine start-stop system also con¬ 
tribute to the efficiency gains. The system activates as soon 
as the car comes to a halt and can now switch on or off sev¬ 
eral times if required, for example to maintain the ambient 
cabin temperature managed by the climate control during 
prolonged periods of stationary traffic. Together, the S 


tronic and Start-stop revisions save up to 8g/km of C02. 

Further evidence of the intensive Audi focus on weight 
saving as a means of boosting efficiency in parallel with ad¬ 
vances in engine technology can be found in the suspen¬ 
sion of the A6 Avant TDI ultra models, which feature new 
lightweight Glass Fibre Reinforced Polymer springs as stan¬ 
dard. Making their Audi debut here, the light green GFRP 
springs reduce both sprung and unsprung masses, saving 
40 per cent in weight over the conventional steel springs, 
at just 1.6 kg each.

Chard made a number of handling er¬ 
rors and also lost the outstanding 
Jason Wright to the bin when he was 
adjudged to be guilty of killing the ball 
at a ruck. 

Bournemouth ran in two more tries 
in the third quarter of the game before 
the visitors gained some success which 
not surprisingly came from the out¬ 
standing work of their pack in which 
Alan Henly, Luke Aplin, and Ryan Hel- 
liar had particularly strong games. 

The referee awarded a penalty try 
after several illegal attempts by the 
home side to stop Chard's forward mo¬ 
mentum. Inexplicably the simple con¬ 
version was missed!
